Salomon hath many diſciples in his 
defeEion , not in his perfeRion, 
for they are prouided for all but 
themſelues.

The difficulty 
and hardnefſe. of cuery worke is 
made caſie & foftned by diligence : 
Prudence without Iuſtice is naughr 
worth, [uſticewithout Prudence is 
worth as little : Knowledye, with- 
out Diligence, is of ſmall vſc, Di- 
ligence with Knowledge is worth 
very much. The life of man is like 
an Iron, which vie maketh bright,

3 Touching the necelsity of di- 
bgence, it was the ordinaunce of 
God to ſubictt vs all to labour, to 
diligent labour ; yea,cuen to ſweat, 
immediately after our firſt parents 
fall, and I verily chinke, bad they !

they could not haue liucd, the nc- 
celsiry of all carthly and humaine 
affaires requiring the ſMne.

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When Lot went our of Sodowe, he 
muſidoe it with diligence, for hee 
muſt be in Zear, beforethe Sunne 
riſing, and he nor they in his com- 
pany muſt be ſo ydle orcarcleſic,as 
once to looke backward, and ſo by 
diligencehe and his Daughters el- 
caped the fire and Brimſtone. By 
diligence alſo, we eſcape Hel. 7acob 
by his diligent ſcruice obtained Ra- 
hell, the Starre in his eyes,the Tew- 
cll of his heart. By diligent and va- 
liaunc aduenture, did Dawid bring 
the 200.foreskins of the Philiſtimes, 
and wan the Kings Daughter. By 
diligence, and not without dilli- 
gence were the fiue Talents made 
ren; and he which had ſo diligent- 
ly made and multiplied chem, was 
alſo made the Ruler of ten Citties.

gence, for in war it coſcrueth from 
enimy, it helperh to victory 3 in 
peace it conſerueth from corruprti- 
on of manners, and bringeth in 
plenty of honour andall things. 

4 We read that the Aileſrans ha- 
uing bin 1n long ciuill wars among 
theſclues,ſo as their forts & houſes 
were ruined, their catle diminiſhed 
by daily rapines, their grain conſu- 
med & burned, and the Land wa- 
ſted,8 al tor the principality there- 
of. To helpe & redreſlie this miſery, | 
the contending claimers pittying 
| the 
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the ſtare of th*ir Country, grew to 
a parley,& laid down their (words 
of Hoſtility, and condiſccaded ro 
referre their cauſe ro the Pareyans 
their next Neighbours, and fo vn- 
der their common Scale, ſcor by 


| | Ambaſſage their caule, quarrell, 


requeſt, and ſubmiſſion, co their 
cenſure and arbicrement. The Pa- 
reyans accepted the determination 
of this buſineſle,8& hauing recciued 
a more ample reference from the 
hcades of the ſcuerall fations, to 
beſtow the kingdome or principa- 
litic vpon whomſocuer them plca- 
ſed within the Territory , they 
came to Afvletum, and hcarde all 
partics, Pro & con, what coulde be 
ſaide for eucric mans Title. Ar laſt, 
walking abroad, they ſaw the de- 
ſolarions of the whole Ifland, and 
no man minding ſo much as the 
Tillage,to procure common food, 
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except one Husbandman, which 
thca had ſowed his land, notwith- 
ſtanding the fury of the ſednjon, 
This. manrthey called,and before al 
the claimers, they proclaimed him 
K. as the worthicſt member of hus 
Countrey, prouiding tor himlelfe, 
and the common benefit of other, 
when all in a deſperate ydlenefle 
gaucthcmſclues ro ſowing & ſpil- 
ling of blood, he in a diligent hand 
of prouidence,attended the ſowing 
ot Corne and graine, for the filling 
of his Countrey with ſtore againe. 
And(o all ypon alittle debate,yeil- 
ded to him, and praiſed the Pares- 
anscleftion. Euen ſos it with the 
diligent, cthce1iwhand muſt bear rule, 
as 1uſlinus of a diligent heard-Boy 
became a diligent Souldier ; ofa 
diligent Soulcher, a tComan- 
der ; ofa Commander, the Empe- 
rour ofthe worlde, and one of the

Be diligent thereforc, for ſo, 
mcane men haue atrained King- r 
domes 3 Husband-men, riches ; 
Schollcrs, Dignities ; and Mer- 
chantes, Honours; and without 
this diligence, God wil not beſtow 
his blcefliing . And thus much for | 
che necelsity of diligence. 

6 The fccond thing I noted of 
Diligence, is the praiſe and Com-! 
mendation thereof, for this alone 
was ncuer diſpraiſed, The Turkes'

ſtice, 
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lice, ſome Religion, but all coo. 
mend Diligence . Sdomon is as 
much comended for his diligence,

pleaſures, then hee ceconcred his 
wiſedome . Saint Pawle inferiout 
to no man, in praiſe, in deſert,hath

uailed rwothouſand Miles, and in

[Innocent was ſhed, which all the 
kings of rhe world,could not make

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You ſhall not ſeldome ioynedili- 
gence & misforrunetogicher, you 
ſhall as fildom ſeperate misfortune 
aid fluggiſhneſle : and foI cnde 
chis ſecond part of the praiſcs of 
diligence. 
$ Thethird part Ipropounded 
to my ſelfe, are the commodities 
of diligence, which are many, and 
dab neither this place , nor 
this rime will nor permit me to ſet 
downecither all, or thoſe fewe, fo 
largely,which I wil hcere deſcribe. 
Firſt, Almighty God, allureth and 
dcaweth on men in all kind of life, 
by, and for the hope of reward and 
profit.Neehs Arke, Moſes meſſage 
to Pharaoh, Dauids fighting againſt 
Goliah, our Sauiour Chriſts paſh- 
on, 8 our profeſſion, haue all their 
ſcuerallrewards ana promiſes an- 
Jnexedrothern, ſo hath diligence: 
for it cannot be, thatthe ſame ver- 
we 
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tus which blefſah mankind with 
ſo many benefires, bur thar alſo ir 
ſhould receiue many commodities 
for them. Firſt (Salomon ſaith) The 
ditigent hand fhall beare rule ;, Veri- 
ly, there isnone of vs all, bur ſtill 
retaine both an Image of honour, 
andan aſpiring to Goucrnement, 
for God made nor vs for ſeruile & 
baſe ſlavery, but co bearerule ouer 
the creatures of the world. By dili. 
gence we haue already ſhewed how 
many Emperours and Kings haue 
beene aduancedfrom mean eſtare, 
and now [I will adde a tewe moe. 
The Kings of Hungary were deri- 
ued from Lechus the ſecond; who 
was a Husbandman , andbya de- 
uine demonſtration , taken from 
the Plough to bee che Virgin- 
Queenes Husband ; in remembe- 
rance whereof, ke cauſed his wod- 
den ſoles or ſhooes ro be reſeracd

remember, how, andin what forr 
he came firſt into the Court, All 
the worlde knoweth that the By.

Princes and great Lordes haue 
ſought after for their ſonnes. We 
read of one of their wootthicſt Bi-

all che Romaings, who railſcd their 
Commonwealth, and ſtoode nor 
vpon termes of blood (although it 
be honourable)ſame of them were 
ferched from the Plow, ſome from 
other meane places; then Ver- 
tyes gaue Tides, nowe Tides (ell 
Venues. Cicero, Fabins, 2 uintins, 
and other, VVirneſle theſe thingess 
When Demoſthenes was 
how hee came to that excellent fa- 
cility of (peaking, ſoas bee led his 
Auditory tq what part he pleaſed, 
being the glory ofthe Greekes, and 
an honour to himſclfe, hee gaue 
this aunſwere ; that by ſpending 
—__ on _ ry hee came 
tot bit of perfe& Ing ; 
Meaning,that he was in ow; , 
writing and readiog by his Lamp, 
when other wereatthe Taucrac, 
or 
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orin their banquertes cating and 
drinking ; ſoft beddes, and much 
learning 'arc hardly gotren toge- 
ther, good cheere and painefull 
diligence are fildome matched ro- 
ecthke; therefore as Zazarus his 
ſorrowes went beforc his ioyes, 8 
Dies his joyes before his ſorromes, 
ſs Humilicy and Labour go before 
honout, and Honour abuſcd and 
taken before the time, is ſeconded 
with ſhame, miſery, and (perad- 
ucnture) hell. 

iv Againe,another commodi.- 
ty wee recciue by labour and dili> 
gence, is the cotnfotr of a good 
hcart, when we muſt ſit downe in 
age, and can worke no longer: for 
the nighe of age commetrh, when 
we cannot worke; and therefore if 
agood Conſcience bee any thing 
vnto vs,and we know any thing of 
ourſelucs, then may we with Au- 


———— 
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thoriry reprooue the ydleneſle of 
other, and repeate (without boa» 
ſting) wich glory and praiſe our 
owne practiſe : whereby polteriry 
and the younger will admire vs, 
and praiſe vs, and Noble Spirites, 
(whereof there bee ſome in eucric 
age) willby our example be pro- 
uoked to do the like. But if wee re- 
maine in ydlencflc and fluggiſh- 
neſſe, what ariſcth in our mindes, 
bar filrhy Luſts, impure thoughts, 
abhominable aftions, ſuch as wee 
read were in the Sodomites. Be not 
dec:iued, a little cranny lerteth the 
winde into the bouſc, and a little 
leake oucr-turneth and drownerh 
a great Ship ; cucnſo, aliule ydle- 
nefle ſuff-rerh Sathans Wind and 
Water, to entcr into theſoule ro 
the crernall pcrdition thereof. 

It Byallthis we may ſcethe 
commoditics of diligence, both as 


it 
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tis init owne Nature, and as ic is 
alſo in the contrary. And indeed, 
wee may vrge this ſecond 2 little 
furcher, rothe ſhame of Dooney 
ſlluggards, and ydle perſons; ( 
Joe wortily nel rem ſoas 
they are not like to other me, their 
hands and faces ſported or ſtained 
ke the greene fickneſle, and their | 
bellics cxber blowne vp like Eglons 
with fat, or (deſerued hunger fol. 
lowing them)lanke and flat downe 
like the bladder that is pricked, 
Nothing runneth in their minde 
| bur the Torment of labour, from 
that they poſt as faſt as Moſes from 
na Lynar wake turned ps 
Se nt, cryin our inſt. lc 
Tg tra - 4 by the Dagi 
 againſtour Saujour, Why art thou 


Yea , labour grieneth them ſo 
much, as they watch late, becaulc 
they \ 
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| come to torment 05 before our time, | - 
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they will norpur off their clothes, 
andlye long in bed, becauſe they 
are loath to take the paines to pur 
them on againe,The /luggard((airh 
| Salomon) when he turnet himſelf, 
maketh a moyſe like a Cart-wheele : 
W hy ? Becauſc he is not liquored 
| with the Oyle of labour and dili- 
gence, he is eucr murmuring and 
complaining : In Summer , hee 
complaines of long dayes, and tri. 
| leth them away at the Marker, or 
| at the Ale-houſe, or atother mens 
| ſhoppes, or leeperh after eucry 
| Mcale, or doth nothing bur aske 
 fornewes. Heis at defiance with 
his owne houſe and Lands,ſo long} 
as there is a mceting or aſſembly a- 
broad, cither at Bowling, Shoo- 
ting, Drinking, or other yaine oc-/ 
cations ; beeing happy in nothing 
ſo much (to his owne conſcience) 
as that ſuch company and occali- 
on 
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| on driueth his'buſinefle out of his 
head. After mecar, if pleaſure call 
him not away, he goeth to fleepe, 
and if the Sabboth come, that hee 
muſt bee forced to his Monthly 
day, yet ſhall Prayers be firſt halte 
done, and the reſidue he paſſeth o- 
uer with deſires that they were en- 
ded, and like a merry Souldier 
whome I knew taken by the enc- 
my, andled from Tree ro Tree to 
be executed, was wont to ſay, that 
when he had eſcaped one Tree, he 
thought long till he had alſo cſca- 
ped another. 

12 Well,as riches and honour 
are theend of labour 8 diligence, 
lo is pouerty the end of ydleneſle, 
and ſuch a pouerry as is lcfle atha- 
med to ſteale, then robegge, for 
his inward guilr of yngodly liberty 
raketh away from himthe boldnes 
to aske for Gods ſake, and biddeth: 
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him be his owne Caruer, to want 
nothing till he come to the Goale 
among his fellowes. Bur woe bee 
to them that bring nor vppe their 
Children co ſome honeſt and dili. 
gent labour, they (poile them in 
their youth, dooing them more 
harme for want of ſcauen yeares 
Appreantiſhip, then they doe them 
good by an hundred pound a year 
Land. For eaſe ſflayeth the fooliſh, 
and the proſperity of fooles deſtroieth 
| them. W o worth them alſo,that 

get, and gaine, and take, and re- 
| cetue {rom other mens labors, not 
| gluing them good words for their 
| _ - , hor cuer opening their 


mouth for thcir lacge allowances, 
cither in the Charch,or at the Bar, 
vea, both in the Church, and at 
the Barre : ſometimes Demoſthenes 
coynancy ( not ſquinancy ) ſtop- 
ping their monthes, as if rheir 

H 2 throats 
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| throats were ſore : ſore indecede of 
a Peſtilence neuer to bre cured. 
Sometimes, poſlcſicd of a dumbe 
and deafe deuill, whqme they will 
not ſuff:r to be caſt out, kaſt cheir 
Conlctences ſhould rend them at 
his departure . Theſe are they 
which giue voto Phifttians a groar, 
yntothcir Counſellers ſmoke, yn- 
to their Flatterers a pound, vnto 
their Minions & Harlots a talent, 
ynto Diuines and Preachers, a 
half:peny of cuſtome. 

To conchude, ler vs all beware 
of neglig2nce, aad not onely cric 
{ out againſt it, as the ſouldicrs did 
of Warre in the time of Yitellins, 
when one hadin the warres flaine 
his own Father ,yct did euery man 
continue the warres: and ſo while 
we diſlike ydlenefle,we nouriſh & 
maintain it; but let the Sonne of 
God bee your example, notin his 

Miracles, | 
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Miracles, but in his labours, that | 
when death or he callerh for you, 
ir may find you working, or pray. 
ing, or Meditating, orhearing, or 
Counſelling,or perſwading,or re- 
liſting cuill, or but ſaying this will 
[ do, ifthe Lord Tefus giue me life 
and leaue; that the fruices of your 
labours, like the coat of Tabitha, 
may remaine when you are 
dcad and gone, 
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| Ou haue hearde in| 
the firſt Sermon, I 

1 taught you to 'bee 
"AN wilc ;inthc ſecond, 

ke SS tobe diligent ; now 
inthe third, I muſt exhert you to 
the Chriſtian care of your owne c- 
ſtates and goodes ; both 1n their 
parts, and inthcir Vſes,as they are 
compriſed in my Text. Firſt, for 
your Cartle ( for good men arc 
mercifull to their Beaſtes) prouide 
for them Hey and Graſſe. Sccond- i 
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ly, for your ſclues,Corne, ſignified | 
by the hearbes of the Mountaine, 
(tor in 1ſrael they fow vp moyn- 
taines). and Mony out of the ohice 
the Goats. Thirdly, for your ſer- 
uants, meat, and Mike. And laſt- 
ly, for you and them together,clo- 
Ling, out of the fleeces of your 
flocke. And of all theſe Salomon 
biddeth vs, Know their ſlates, and 
take heed to them. Whether they 
live with vs more familiarly in the 
houſe, or encloſure, or whether 
they are moreforraign and wilde, 
ſignified ynder the name of heards. 
In this knowledge there are many 
ſwcer flowers,may profitable trees 
or Plantes, and many faire grow- 
ing ſeedes. For to ſpeake a little of 
knowledge in generall ; without 
knowledge,! wee neuer haue our 
ſclues, nor Almighty God. All are 
bonnd to know (except Children) 
H 4 who |

who cannot by their infancie of 
yeares;z and naturall fooles, who 
cannot by priuation of naturall fa- 
culties. The knowledge of God, is 
both che cauſe of louing and inioy-1 
ing him: for, How can wee loue 
him whom wce know not? And 
how can we hauc him whome wee 
loue not? The knowledge of God is 
the beginning of Viſdom, the know- 
ledge of our (clues is the fulneſle of |: 
Charity. Ifwez be ignorant of our 
ſclues, that ignoraunce begetterh 
Pride, if we be ignorant of God, 
thar ignorance draweth to Deſþe- 
ration :forif we know not God,we 
cannot hope in him ; it wee know 
notour ſclues, wecanrotbe hum- 
ble, and then we cannor bee ble(- 
ſed. By the knowledge of our ſehues 
(faith Saint Bernard) wee Sowe in 
tearces, becauſe we fecle and ſee to 
our ſorrow, the defefts of out Na- 
ture, 
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cure. By the knowledge ot God, 

we reapc in ioy ; becaule, we feelc 
and ſc6, and heare, theplenty and 
copiouſneſle of his Redemption : 
thereforeler vs go forth and carrie 
our ſeed weeping, that we may re- 
turn with our ſheaucs toying ; and 
both, for our knowledge, and for 
our Humility, ncither with the 
Phariſies, let vs boaſt our (clues a- 
boue others, nor with the baſe 
multitude, be contented to bee like 
others. For, in giuing Honor (faith 
Saint Paule) go one before another ; 
that is, the rule of our Humiliry,to 
wiſh with Martinss Turonenſis,chat 
all our Vertues could bee concea- 
led. And again,Conet the beſt eifts, 
there is the rule ofknowledge; the 
beſt gifres are the greateſt know- 
ledge,and the greateſt knowledge, 
(if it be (anQified) maketh the beſt 
men.

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| maketh difference of men, and as 
Dazuids grace and knowlcdge pre. 
ferred him in the fight of God and 
Samwel before his Brethren (thogh 
he were lower in ſtature, and they 
taller and more perſonable men: ) 
cuen ſo, God delighteth not in 
mens legs, or ſtrength, but in their 
heart and ſoules ; The Angels are 
pictured, ;net great, bur full of 
wings, and wee that arc inthe laſt 
part and cnd ofthe world,8 there.

hauc ſupported our eſtate or com- 
men wealth.

Titss ano» 
ther Dery-God among the Hea- 
then, when hee ſaw that hee muſt 
dye in his youth, (after he had bin 
Emperor but two yeares) he cried 
out againſt che heauecns for their 
(mall regard of his life. W icked 8 
ignorant men(if they haue any (pi- 
rits) are like Tygers, who hcaring 
a Drumme, bite and ccare off their 
own fleſh; ſo theſe ingreat terrors 
and cuils, are at their wittes ende. 
When their Conſcience byterh 
them, then they (ceke our falle re-

22 TheScruants are al{o the 
chargeand flocke of the Maiſter,

the heards of his Seraants. Seruants 
are wilde, becauſe they haue been 
wantonly bredde , therefore they 
loue no diſcipline . Bur ler your 
loue to do them good appeare vn- 
tothem , and then they will bee 
more honeſt, and more rractable. 
Great thinges hane beene done by 
Servants. By a Seruant, Abraham 
prouided a Wife for his Sonne 
Iſaac.By a Szruant,and thata lictle 
Maide-Sceruaunt, ANzamean was 
brought from his Countrey to is- 
des, tothe Propher, and there cu- 
red of his Leproſic, both of body 
and mind. By a Scruant was Dari- 
«s brought to bee a King, andthe 
kindneſſe of a Maifter to his Ser- 
uant,did fauc his life, when all the

ſters throats. Therefore doe good 

to your ſcruants, giac them inſtru- 
Aion, andall good ſeruice will fol. 
low. Deale not with them as Vint- 
ners doe with cheir Veſſels, which 
draw them tillchey be empty, and 

then turne them our ofdoores, 

many worke our their Seruauntes 

ſtrengrh,$ then turn them out to 
begge. Seruants,are ſo ſet on drun. 
kenneſle and liberty , that no wa- 

ges can win them from that noto- 
rious Vice, what will bee the cnde 
hereof. If Lords, and Gentlemen, 
and Maiſters, alter not the Copy 
ofthis licentiors graunr, I ſee not 
how our poorc cnuied Nation can 
ſtandlong , without more Enc- 
mics then cucrthe old Saxons had, 
ot thelate Netherlanders . In ſum 
of all, breake of Prodigality , and 
| neyther you that be Mayſters, put 
more 
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more on your ſhooes and Garters, 
then many 'good Men' on their 
whole bodies , and ler nor your 
delicate mouthes, buy your appe- 
tites pleaſurerodeare: neither tut.

Laſtly, alchough Salomon na- 
meth noneinthis Text, Zut the fa- 
mily & the Maidens : yet he exclu- 
dech not the ſtranger, for in the fa- 
mily on the Sabbaoth day hee is 
commanded to reſt, arid he which 
recetues him, is not telethim de- 
part on that day,as it is Ex9.20, 5. 
And alchoghit be nor in eh:: eſtate 
of cuery mantoenrerraine,, yet is 


ie aduryto guite and dire &t ſuch 
as arc diftretied to Houſes « »f hoſ(- 


pitali- 
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picaliry. And indcede in auncient 
time, men were onely recciued to 
houſe, 8 brought with them their 
owne viftuals , as you may ſce in 
the ſtory of Nacobs Children in E- 
eipt, and the Lewite and his wife in 
the Citty of Jemins. Surely to bee 
Holpitable is a parr of Charity, & 
one of the greateſt ; wherefore the 
Scripcurelaith, 3 Let brotherly lone 
continue , and bee not forgetfull to 
lodge ſiraungers, for thereby ſome 
haze entertained Angels in the like- 
neſſe of men, alluding to Abraham 
& Lot,to whom the Angels came 
before the deſtruion of Sodome 
What is more horrible & diſcom- 
fortable ro men, then to bee with- 
out harbour and Houſe; and ther. 
fore did Agar take it ſo grieuouſly 
as ſhe mourned in deſperation,vn- 
till the Angell ſhewed hera Foun- 


taine where ag aine ſhe filled her bot- 
tle. 
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the . They which iohabitthede- | 
ſerts follow the footſteps of wilde 
Aflcs vnto the Watcr-Springes, 
which without them. they ſhould 
neuer find; and thereforelouc and 
make much of them. How much 
more (hould we loue to bring one 
anocher to the piaces of our refre- 
ſhing, and not ſhut vp our doores 
againſt the Straunger, as Paradice 
was agaiaſt Adam : (oas it ſhoulde 
bee as <quall or ready for Straun- 
gers ro ive there, as to dine there. 
The Pricſtes and Scribes which 
pur our Sauiour to death , could 
Buy with the Money of In1as 4 place 

or field to bury Strangers, but let vs 

notprouidetheyr Graucs , rather 

rhcic Tables,whcrher they be licke 

or ſound. 

W hen Dazid hadde loſt his 
Wiues, and all his goods, by ma- 
kiog much ofa Stranger, he came

[0 hide and recouer all againe, E- 
uen ſo,we cannot look by curreſfic | 
and humanity to ſtrangers, For we 
are all Strangers in this world. And 
if the firſt Chriſtians had not re- 
ceiued the Preachers of their faith 
(that were ſtraungers ynto them) 
into their houſes gheir peace which 
was the peace of Chriſt had not 
light or reſted vpon them . Rahab 
for lodging ſtraungers had her lifc 
laued, andas many as ſhee would 
receiue into her Family, We read 
of the ancient inhabirants of Breri- 
num in Remandiola , that they did 
contend for the entertainement of 
ſtrangers, andfor that cauſe they 
erected a Piller in their Market 
place, into which cucry one ofthe 
Cittizens drauc and faſtened a di- 
{tio ring,aod that cuery ſtranger 
thatcame tothat Towne faſtened 
his Horſe to one of thoſe rings, in-

to whole Houſe he was to bee rc- 
ceiued ; which thing was ſo obſcr- 
ued,thar incontinently with al ala- 
crity hee was entertained andlod- 
ged, and the Cirtizens tooke it for 
a great fauor. The barbarous Yan- 
dals had ſo much humanity 1n che 
rowards ftrangers, that they con- 
filcated all his goodes, and gaue li. 
berry coſet his Houſe on fire, that 
bad cxpelled or inciuilly handled 
a ſtranger. I could be infinite, bur 
E muſt conclude . 70b faith; The 
Stranger did not lodge in the ſtreete, 
Topened my doores , unto him that 
went by the way . Abimelech hath 
his commendation for lodging 4- 
braham a ſtraunger. So a ad 
for Moſes. Obadi that hid fo many 
Prophetes, and nouriſhed them, 
cuen fourc hundred. Saint Hierom 
faich of him, that for his mercy hee 
recciued the gift of Prophelic, and 
was 
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was buried in Sebafte,that 15 Sema- 
ria,inthe Graue wherin El:ſþbe was 
afrer buried, and S. John Baprift. 
The widdow of Sarepra, a heathen 
woman, the Sanamite, Martha,and 
Lazaruw,Zacheus Sims the tanner. 
Gu, Oneſiphorus, and other had 
neuer been ſpoken of bu: for their 
Hoſpitality,and recciuing of ſtran- 
gers . Therefore ler nor the good 
Houſcholder forſake ſtrangers,for 
che Lord loucththem, and gocth 
with them: and if they be receiued 
inthe name of Chriſte, whether 
they be good or ill, he wil pay rheir 
reckoning. Learne therefore (ſaith 
Saint Auſten) learne(6 Chriſtian) 


without difference and reſpe&@ of 


perſons, to offer entercainemenrt, 
leaſt he whom thou ſhurteſt ourof 
doores be thy Lord and Saniour. 
For he faith ; 7 haze been a ſtranger 


and ye haue not lodged me. tel you, 


that 
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that he that labourerh for Chriſt, 
and hethart refreſheth him that la- 
boureth, ſhall bee both rewarded 
before Icfus Chriſt . To whom bee 
all preſent and eternall glory.
